Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 , 3-5, 7-11,1 3-25, 64, and 65 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a catheter as claimed with proximal and distal openings, a 
plurality of openings in the sidewall, a septum creating a first and second lumen, 
wherein the catheter comprises a portion formed in a corkscrew shape with two lumens, 
one lumen extending distally farther than the other lumen, and one of the openings 
coincident with the corkscrew portion, along with the other steps and limitations of the 
claims. 
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The best prior art of record, US 5,509,897 to Twardowski, discloses the catheter 
substantially as claimed by applicant with the exception of the corkscrew portion 
comprising two lumens. Twardowski specifically discloses that one lumen ends before 
the corkscrew portion of the catheter, and provides no motivation to extend that lumen 
into the corkscrew portion, rendering the instantly claimed invention patentable over the 
prior art of record.
